The others indicted are Col. 
Rene Leon, 32, a Haitian living)

52. a Cubnn llv-j 
Ing in Miami, and Martin Fran- 
cis Xavier Casey, 28, of Miami! 
and Philadelphia. 

Charges against the 70 
others have apparently been 
dropped. 

The indictment said the dr-j 
fend ants had conspir'd to set 
up a military training camp in 
southern Florida and to bring 
arms and ammunition to Miaim; 
from New York and Atlanta. 

The seven were indicted 
under a law making it a crime 
to prepare or initiate from this 
country any military expedi- 
tion against a nation with 
which the United States Is at 
peace. 

If convicted, each faces a 
possible maximum penalty of 
five years in prison and “ 
$1 0.000 tine. 
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
